Mr. Woods p'olnted out several 
examples 
of work 
being done 
among rural schools and rural 
school children in the state edu- 
cational program. 
He then out- 
ined many duties expected of tho 
teachers of public schools and 
pointed out what a vital effect 
;helr teachings have on perpetu- 
ating representative democracy, 


General Education. 
He referred back to the begin- 
ning of this nation and stated 
:hat it was the aim of our fore- 
fathers to perpetuate representa- 
;ivo democracy and to do this 
they all agreed some system must 
be" established to insure a gener- 
al dilfusion of knowledge. Con- 
tinuing, he stated the public school 
system Is an agency of the state 
tor the sole purpose of perpetual- 
ing a representative democracy. 
The speaker wont on to say 
that many people in the United 
States do not appreciate their 
birthrights. He stated since tho 
United States has always been a 
democracy and since its citizens 
have always enjoyed freedom of 
press, assembly and speech, that 
a large 
majority 
take it that 
these things can continue without 
efforts on their part to see that 
they do. 
Mr. Woods stated the teachers 
have tho task of instilling in the 
hearts of tho children the funda- 
mental principals of democracy, 
and added it was his opinion that 
no teacher should be allowed to 
teach school who were not weir 
versed In tho fundamentals of a 
representative democracy and who 
did not whole-heartedly believo In 
them.Teachers Sit Idly By. 
Turning to another phase of his 
address, Mr. Woods scored the 
fact that teachers sit Idly by and 
let laymen develop the policies of 
the schools, select textbooks for 
them to teach, without beforehand 
giving tho contents of the books 
any thought, and the actual ad- 
ministration of details, without 
ever protesting that these rights 
belong to the teachers. 
The speaker stated the press 
and many writers thereof had 
criticized the schools. He referred 
to one definite Incident in Dallas, 
where school officials and news- 
papermen 
had 
differences 
of 


opinion. 
He stated that If the public did 
not 
believo 
the 
schools 
were 
keeping pace with the progress of 
the world, then it was up to the 
teachers to show them. 
Concluding 
his 
address, 
Mr. 
Woods outlined to the association 
tho methods in which the schools 
con "streamline" their work. Con- 
tented and happy children are will- 
ing to learn, but it is Impossible 
to "make" a child learn, he added.

various ailments for which 
there have been no satisfac- 
tory remedies. 


The latest wonder-work- 


er is a chemical bearing the 
terrific name of "hydroxye- 
thylapocupreine" and 
ob- 


viously impossible for-a lay- 
man to spell or pronounce. 
Its chief use so far has been 
for pneumonia, and in a 
Pittsburgh hospital 
where 


extensive tests have been 
made it is credited with re- 
ducing the mortality of such 
cases by one-half. 


Such gains as these prom- 


ise to increase the average 
span of life considerably 
beyond its prersent length. 
What remains then is to 
make life itself more worth 
living. 


That is a job outside the 


medical field, falling par- 
ticularly 
upon 
statesmen, 


economists, educators and 
pacifists.

After agriculture department of- 
ficials informed the group that 
unfavorable crop conditions had 
added more than 120,000

families to emergency rolls in re- 
cent months, the senators decided 
to send a representative commit- 
tee-to the White House. 
Appointed to confer with the 


president were 
Senators Bank-

(R-Kas),

(D-NEB) 
and 
Mead (D1NY.) 
Senators suld this group repre- 


sented all sections which have 
suffered crop reverses this year. 
The senators said the $50,000,- 


000 fund was needed for both hu- 
man and livestock relief during 
the winter. It would be adminis- 
tered • by the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration. 
Whether the president will act 
now to request congress to ap- 
propriate that amount remains to 
be seen. He has said he would 
not propose any legislation at the 
special session other than the 
pending neutrality measure.

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BA TTLESHIP R OYALl SPENCER CARRIED 
OAK WITH OVER 1,000 
MEN ABOARD, IS LOST 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—VP)—The admirality announced 


this afternoon that approximately 370 men thus far had 
been saved fvom the sunken battleship Royal Oak. The 
warship's complement, it said, was approximately 1,200 
men. 


This left 830 missing, far in excess of the loss of 


515 men Sept. 17 when the aircraft carrier Courageous 
was torpedoed by a German submarine. 


- 
LONDON, Oct. 14.—(#)—Great Britain announced 


today that the battleship Royal Oak, with more than 
1,000 men aboard, has been sunk. 


The sinking of the $10,000,900, 
heavily-armored 


warship was Britain's second major naval, loss of the 
war. 


A German submarine was blamed for the sinking, 


just as a submarine sent down the aircraft carrier 
Courageous Sept. 17 with 615 officers and men, includ- 
ing her captain. 


*> 
An admiralty announcement said lists of survivors 


would be issued as rapidly as possible but, beyond this, 
gave no hint of how heavy the casualty toll might have 
been aboard the 29,150-ton dreadnaught, veteran of 
the World War and its battle off Jutland. 


A first list of Royal Oak survivors contained 15 


names, including a lieutenant and three lower grade 
officers. All already had been brought ashore. None 
was gravely injured. 


Additional lists were expected to be issued during 


the day but it was indicated several days might elapse 
before a complete list is compiled. 


The Royal Oak's defensive armament included deep 


'bulges extending almost to the gun batteries. (Bulges 
are armored air spaces designed to explode topedoes 
without fatal damage.) 


Vessels of her class were fitted with special internal 


» protection and, with the protective bulges, their de-
